Harſoever Errers,or Miſcarriages in G»vernment, Our Gracious So- 
veraign R C. the Firſt had been Guilty of ( either through ill 


Advice, or the Common Fratlty of all Mankind -) moſtevident 
it is that he made full ſatisfa&tion for them in Granting the Petiti9» of Rigbt : 
And as to thoſe Fears, and Fealouſies, which were rais'd againſt Him after rhe 
Granting of that Petition, as if he Deſign'd ro AQ Contrary tothe Laws of 
the Lan, fo that he could not undertake to juſtitie His Actions to His own 
Parhament, and-ro all the World, as agreeable to His Juſt and Honourable

© Men have now requited me. 

* True, It was an Act unparallePd by any of my Predecefſars; yet cannot 
©in Reaſon admit any Worle Interpretation than this, of an Extream Conh- 
« dence I had, that my Subje&s would not make ill uſe ofan At, by which 
* Ideclar'd ſo much to truſt them asto deny My ſelf in ſo high a point of My 
© Prerogative. Sure 1t had argued a very ſhort ſight of things, and Extream 
* Fatuiry of Mind in Me, fo tar to bind My own Hands at their Requeſt, if 
* ] had thortly meant to have uſed a Sword againſt them, 

* Tothee, O my God, do I ſtill Appeal, whoſe All-Diſcerning Juſtice ſees 
* through all the Diſpuiſes of Mens Pretenſfions, and D:centful Darkneſſes of 
* their Hearts.

All Men but ſuch as are Blinded by the Darkneſs of HE LLISH Malice 
may clearly Perceive that this Moſt Chriſtian Prince, by the Exceſs of His 
Delires to ſatisfie the utmoſt Doubts, and ſuppreſs the Fears of any of His 
Subjets, did fo Strengthen the Hands ef the Tratterous and Sedicicus, that 
they Adted fo Subtilly and Vig »rouſly upon a Prerence of the Authority of 
Parliament, that within a few Years they got their KING into their Power, 
and Murther'd Him ('to the Regret even of divers both of the Lords and 
Commons, who continued Fitr ng till they were Excluded by the ARMY 4 
And fo in the ſight of all the World, they Subverted the whole Government 
both of Church and State. I ſhall here Recite the Relation of ſome of their 
Unparallel'd Ezormities, and moſt Prodigious Outrage which was Publiſht 
by a Perſon that had a full View of them, * In the Myſtery of the Two 
* Funtoes, Presbyterians, and Independents, P.3. We find theſe words : 
| © There hath been given away to Members openly ( belides innumerable 
© private cheats mutually conniv'd at) at leaſt 3000001. in Money, beſides 
© Rich Offiees, Imployments in Money, Committees, Sequeſtrations, and o- 
*ther Advantages. Such as have gone beyond the Authority given by Par- 
*liament, and 'Sequeſtred Men unjuſtly, and fo withbeld their goods under 
* pretence thereof; and ſuch as have Levied Taxes Three or Four Times 
© over, are quit from private Actions, and the Benefit of Law, and Juſtice 
* taken-from the Oppreſled to ſecure Country Committees and Sequeſtrators, 
* and others { not Prerogative , but Legiſluive ) Thieves,, contrary to 
* Magna Charta, which ſays, (Nalli negabimus, nulli differemus juſtitiam, 
* aut rectum ) We will deny, nor defer Juſtice, and Right to no Man. 
© Oh, Prodig-ons Acts, and of greater Tyranny than any King ever durſt 
* Adventure upon! P. 6. How frequently the Country Committees ACt con- 
* trary to the Laws of the Land How they ordinarily turn well-affe&ed 
© Men out of their Freeholds, and'Goods, Impriſon, and beat their Perſons, 
* without any known Charge, Accuſer, or Witneſs againſt them ; nay, Mur- 
* ther them, . as in the Caſe of Dc. Rawlergh, Killed in Priſon at Wells by the 
* Commitrees Marſhal ; and the poor Men Murthered at Bridge-Water, whoſe 
© Bloods were ihed like the Blood of a Dog, 'and no real Proſecution thereof, 
$ How they Excluded all other Magiſtracy, Ingrofſing to themſelves 
* the Power of Sieriff;, Juſtices of Peace, Church-Wardens, &c. inan Ar- 
* birrary way ; keeping 'Troops of Horſe upon Pay and Free Es oe 

* their 
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« their Guard, like the Thirty 'Tyrants of Atheys ; and if any but ſpeak of 
© calling them to give an Account, they preſently Vote him a Delinquent, 
© and Sequeſter him. 

The Hiſtory of Independency, P. 46. * Anthony Nichols was Arreſted 
© upon the way into Cornwal by the Army, and diſpightiully uſed, and when 
© the General was inclined to free him, Cromwell told him he was a Traytor 
* ro the Army, You ſce nowupon whom they meant to fix the Peoples Al- 
© legiance , for where no Allegiance is Due, there can be no Treeſon. P. 47. 
© The Speaker pulled a Letter out of his Pocket from the General, and Ge- 
*neral Council of the Army ; it was accompanied with a Remonſtrance of 
* Villainous Language and Threats againſt thoſe Members that Sate ( while 
© the T'wo Speakers were with the Army ; calling them Pretended Members, 
* charging them ( in General ) with Treaſon, Treachery, a Breach of Truſt ; 
© and proteſted if they ſhall preſume to ſtir before they have cleared them- 
* ſelves, that they did not give their Aſſent to ſuch and ſuch Votes, they ſhonld 
* fit at their peril, and he would take them as Prifoners of War and try 
© them at a Council of War. What King of England ever of- 
© ferdd ſo great a Violence to the Fundamental Privileges of Par- 
© lament, as to deny them the Liberty of Voring I and No freely ? 
© Certainly, the little Finger of a Jack, Cade, or a Watt Tyler , isfar heavier 
* than the Loyns of any King. P. 66. In the Third Year of KING 
*CHARLE S, the Lords and Commons in their Petition of Right ( when 
© not above 2000, or 2900 Souldiers were Thanly —_— upon the 
© People but for a Month or Two, Complained thereof ro His Majeſty, as a 
© great Grievance, contrary to the Laws, and Cuftoms of the Realm, and 
humbly Prayed as their Right and Liberty, according to the Laws and 
* Statutes of this Kingdom, that he would remove them, and that his People 
* might not be ſo burthened in times to come ; which His Majeſty Graciouſly 
* Granted. Yet now we are Ten Thouſand times more oppreſſed with 
* them, and if ;jthefe Quarterers offer Violence, or Villainous ufage to any 
* man in his Houſe, or Family ; or commit Murther, or Fellony, they are 
* Protected againſt the Laws, and Juſtice of the Land, and Triable only by a 
* Council of War at the Hzad-Quwrters, where a Man <an neither obtain 
* Juſtice, nor ſcekir with ſafety——Tho' the Kings Overſights muſt be 77+ 
* gically publiſhr co the World, yet the Hiinous Crimes of the Godly muſt 
*'ly hid under the Mask of Religions P.gi. You now make all that is or 
*can benear and dear to the People, liable to the Paſſions of Three Commitr- 
*tee Mento Judge and Execute, according to their Diicretion without Law, 
* or ſo much asa formality thereof. - 

* The Second Part of the Hiſtory of -Iadependency. P, 2.3. It is not all the 
| * Peopte 
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* People, nor the Thouſandth Part of rhem, but a few Covetous Ambitious 
* Men, that defire to bring the King to Capital Puniſhment, and Subrvert our 
* Fundamental Government. P. 34. Oneday an Officer of the Army having 
© taken.ſome Members going to .the Houſe, and ſecuredthemin the Tobacco 
© Roorm, under Guard ; the Speaker not being able to muſter enough :9 make 
© a Houſe, was fain to ſend to the faid Ofhcer, to lend him his ffi Priloners, 
*to make up a free Parliament, P. 35. They Garriſon'd Black Friers, and

* Time will beſt inform My Subje&ts, that thoſe are the beſt pre- 
© ſervers of their true Liberty, who allow themſelves the leaſt Licenti- 
* auſnefs againſt, or beyond the Laws. RES 
| © They will feel it at laſt to their coſt, that it 1s impoſſible thoſe men 
* ſhould be really tender of their Fellow-Subjects Liberties, who have 
* the hardineſs to uſe their King with ſo ſevere reſtraints 3 againſt all Laws, 
© both Divine, and Humane. | 

* For Mine Honour 1 am well affured, that as Mine Innocency is clear 
* before God, in point of any Calamities they object; ſo My Reputation 
© ſhall like the Sun (after Owles and Bats have had their freedom inthe 
* Night, and darker simes) riſe and recover it ſelf to ſuch a degree of 
* Splendour, as thoſe feral Birds ſhall be grieved to behold, and unable to 
* bear, For never were ary Princes more glorious than thoſe whom God 
* hath ſuffer d to be tried in the Furnace of AfﬀiQtions, by their 
* Injurious Subje&ts. Nor ſhall their black vails be able to hide the ſhine- 
* ing of My Face, while God gives Me a heart frequently and hum- 
* bly to converſe with -him, from whom alone are all the Traditions of 
* crue Glory and Majeſty. 

* Thou, O Lord, knoweſt My Reproach and my Diſhononr, My Ad+ 
* yerfaries ate all before thee. 

* My Soul is among Lyons, even them that are ſet on fire, even the 
© ſons ry men, whoſe teeth are ſpears and arrows, their tongue a ſharp 
' ſword. 

* Mine Enemies Reproach Me all the day long, and thoſe that are mad
